Not a word as to reciprocal arrangement 
or of epproval, Of course, the canals are 
to be enlarged at the coat of the Canadiana, 
involving an outlay of not less than 97,000,- 
000.* But even that was not an American 
proposition, It was made, Mr. Fish saye, 
by the British plenopontiaries, meaning, 
amongst othérs, Senator Brown, Mr. Fish 

gives no one to understand that any part 
of the proposition had been assented to or 
even approved, Merely, ' Here, Mr. 
President, is what the Britishera offer,” So 
the President in his turn did not say “aye” 
or “nay” to it, but presented it to the 
Senate as a proposition made to his govern~ 
ment.
